Epheſ.6, The Churchof Rome hath tutned 
all this jncoan outward ſhew, yed euen into ari» 
diculous mockerie. For whereas the true Church 
militant goeth thus armed rq the barttaile, and 
is indeede, through the mightie power of God, 
temible cuen as ap armie withbanners: they take 
away the word of God, and ſp depriug them of 
all the whole armaurot God, andin Read there> 
| of, goe marching it proceſſion with great high 
banners vpon poles, as if the diuctl were to bee 
fought againſt, or feared with ſuch a ſhew. /' 
_ Thenttis addedin ghetext, T wrne away thing 
eyes from me, for tbey overcame me. In thefourth 
Chapter he vſed another ſpeech, but roche ſais 
Q : for when hee ſayd, thar ſhe pluckt away 
-þis heart with one of her eyes, or that ſhe bad 
withthe bequiie, ſimplicitieand chaſtiticof her 
eyescuenwonne his heart, jrexpreſſetha moſt 
vyehement affeRion of loue towards her.
